History was made yesterday 
.afternoon at McGill when the 
Shenyang Acrobat Troupe from 
the People's Republic'of China 
gave a 90-minute performance 
before about 1 000 students in the 
Union Ballroom. 
•The troupe will be giving a com- 
plete show Thursday and Friday 
evenings at Place des Arts, as just 
one stop in a barnstorming tour 
that will include three more Cana- 
dian cities, four cities in the US, 
and parts of South America as 
well. 

The affair got under way at pre- 
cisely 4 o'clock, when the troupe, 
dressed in uniform grey and blue 
suits, filed into the ballroom and 
took their places rather hesitat- 
ingly at the front of the room. 
Aside from the acrobats them- 
selves, the troupe included 
administrators and public rela- 
tions people, interpreters, and 
musicians. 

At approximately 4:10, the 
musicians, numbering eight in all, 
began tuning up. • Five 
minutes later the proceedings got 
under way, with people such as 
Vice-Principal Pedersen, Gabor 
Zinner, president of the Students' 
Society, Abbot Conway, of the 
English Department, a represen- 
tative of the East Asian Studies 
program, and the president of the 
Chinese Students' Society, wel- 
coming the troupe and wishing 
them the pleasantest of stays. 
These feelings were capped off 
by the presenting of a gift from 
Vice-Principal Pedersen to a rep- 
resentative of the troupe; The gift? 
—pictures of our beautiful cam- 
pus, of course. 

This tribute was warmly 
received by the Chinese and their 
representative responded by 
making a ten-minute speech, in 
which he praised our country, our 
campus, and youth In particular 
who, he said, "are the salt of the 
earth". He ended his delivery with 
this fervent message: "Long live 
the friendship between the Chin- 
ese and the Canadian peoples. 
May it grow foreverl" He then pre-

The CEGEP strike is off. This 
decision was the principal out- 
come of a meeting of the Comité 
Exécutif National (CEN) of the 
Front des Etudiants du Québec 
(FEQ) held last Sunday in 
Quebec City. 

The decision came as a result 
of a telegram sent by Quebec 
Minister of Education François 
Cloutier to the Directors-General 
of the various CEGEPs. 

The telegram, sent last week, 
stated in effect that the Nouveau 
Régime Pédagogique in its pre- 
sent form would be tabled pend- 
ing further study. The message 
also indicated that there would be 
attempts made to consult stu- 
dents and faculties with regard to 
the text of the new document. \ 

It was made clear at the meet- 
ing that while strike plans are put 
of the question in the immediate 
future, there are many indications 
that the government is neverthe- 
less not acting out of good will. 
It was pointed out that as the new 
document would appear only in 
April of 1973, the government 
may be trying to undermine stu- 



, dent concern by waiting until next 
summer, when most will be out 
of school. 

It was also pointed out that 
there were no guarantees that the 
government would not bring back 
the same document with only 
minor changes, or that it could 
draw up an even more odious 
one. The whole affair was termed 
a "manoeuvre" by many students 
present at the meeting. 

In response to the situation, it 
was decided that committees 
would be sent to each of the six 
regions making up the FEQ, to 
find out the opinions of students 
in each region. 

These measures have already 
been implemented to a certain 
extent. Questionnaires have been 
sent to all CEGEPs asking if they 
would support strike action. Of the 
twenty who have so far answered, 
thirteen have said yes, while the 
remaining seven have said no. 
The CEN intends to pool all Infor- 
mation received in the province- 
. wide survey into a comprehensive 
study, to be done solely by stu 
dents.

Forum examines role of student press 



A small group of students met 
to discuss the role of the student 
newspaper yesterday afternoon 
during artopen forum sponsored 
by the Daily and the Debating 
Union. 

Brian Johnson, former editor of 
the Varsity, the University of 
Toronto student newspaper and 
presently working as a reporter at 
the Gazette, opened the discus- 
sion with an explanation of the 
role.. of the capitalist press. He 
sees this role as essentially con- 
tradictory, arising from the conflict 
involved In attempting to show a 
profit by appealing to the mass 
audience while at the same time 
mirroring the interests of the 
capitalist class. 

The fulfillment of this dual role 
involves "censorship, the basic 
mode of production of the capital- 
ist press." This censorship goes 
on even outside the newsroom, 
even before the story Is subjected 
to the editorial blue pencil. The 
type of news that is covered, the 
priority it is given in terms of space 
and prominence and the way it 
is presented are all aspects of 
censorship. 

The student press, Johnson 
continued, is not under the same 
constraints. Free of editorial con- 
trol to varying degrees, the stu- 
dent newspaper has an enviable 
amount of freedom with regard to 
content and political position. 
Johnson sees the role of the stu- 
dent press as basically "agita- 
tional, particularly in the absence 



of a student movement." Instead 
of serving as a breeding. ground 
of journalists for. the capitalist 
press, the student newspaper 
should be more "arrogant" and 
"aggressive" • in its criticism of 
capitalist society, and attempt to 
break through the cultural condi- 
tioning of students' oppression 
and integration into that society. 

Kim Cameron, member of the 
Groupe Marxiste Révolutionnaire 
and former editor of the 
Dalhousie Gazette followed. He 
compared the role of the student 
press to the dynamiting of a build- 
ing. The important thing is "how 
to apply the maximum pressure 
on the weakest point of the social 
structure." The bourgeoisie, no 
longer the rising bourgeoisie of 
the French Revolution with its 
progressive slogans of "Liberty, 
Equality and Fraternity" Is now 
decadent.- It is interested in main- 
taining "organized putrescence 
on a world level, that is in con- 
tradiction with its progressive 
ideology perpetuated by the 
educational system." This 
ideology still exists in two forms: 
In the heads of individuals and in 
concrete social forces (i.e. educa- 
tional institutions like McGili). 

Cameron sees the role of the 
student press as "exaggerating 
the contradictions of bourgeois 
ideology and providing the means 
of escaping that contradiction." 
This is done, not by maintaining 
the forms of bourgeois institu- 
tions, by becoming an "academic 



Marxist" but by active opposition 
to these institutions. He'thinksthat. 
the student press should escape 
from the informational level and 
use its resources to expose the ■ 
decadence of its milieu. This 
achieves a polarization, even to 
the_ extent of putting itself ; in 
jeopardy, giving Issues a political 
content. 

Cameron does not see the stu- 
dent press as a substitution for 
a revolutionary organization or 
the student movement. Its role is 
quite distinct. 

Nesar Ahmad, presently editor- 
in-chief of the Da///, agreed with 
the two previous speakers as to 
the political task of the student 
newspaper, and said that the 
Da//y's political orientation is 
essentially "anti-capitalist and 
anti-imperialist." 

During the discussion, Came-' 
ron claimed that there is no need 
to be principled in attacks on the 
bourgeoisie. They have made the 
rules and built the courts and we 
must not feel constrained to follow ' 
these rules loaded in their favour. 
In addition, the most correct sci- 
entific analysis and reason Is not 
sufficient to conquer* the bour- 
geoisie. "There is nothing in the 
Marxist tradition that is against 
personal attack." He pointed out 
that Marx's Capital, three vol- 
umes of scientific analysis, Is filled 
with footnotes and whole chapters 
polemicizing against individuals 
who dared to put forward ideas 
that had already been bypassed 



by history. Cameron stated that 
consciousness does not proceed 
in a linear fashion, but erupts, 
when material conditions are 
right. . 

One student raised the ques- 
tion of what can be done if there 
is a non-responsive audience. 
Cameron replied that the paper 
should be contentious enough so 
that it cannot be ignored. If It 
rerpains propagandistic, it will 
continue to be ignored. 

At that point, Johnson asked 
Ahmad, -."Given the dominant 
ideology here at McGili, doesn't 
it alarm you that there isn't an 
impeachment movement?" 

Attacks on the papershould be 
met with a political Intervention, 
not simply "a spontaneous self- 
defense within the- mire of bour- 
geois liberal ideology." Citing the 
example of an attempt at 
Dalhousie to impeach him as 
editor, Cameron illustrated that 
point. The paper had been 
attacked for running songs 
glorifying the slaughter of the Viet- 
namese to the tune of popular 
rock and roll songs. When right- 
wing students, outraged by the 
songs, mobilized 4,000 signa- 
tures on an impeachment/petition, 
7 staffers managed to mobilize 
support and carried the voté 
against impeachment on the 
issue of support for the Indochin- 
ese Revolution, and not simply on 
the grounds of freedom of the pre- 
ss.
